Winehouse hit out last 
night after a political 
party used the tragic 
singer s photo for an anti- 
drugs campaign.

One fan said: “How 
can they do something 
like this? It is so disre- 
spectful and completely 
tasteless.

The ad was created by 
a branch of the Swiss 
youth political party 
Young SVP. So far it has 
only appeared online, but 
the group may also put 
up printed posters.

but only 49 have planning per- 
mission. Travellers have been on 
the site for ten years. They have 
been blamed for Crays Hill’s pri- 
mary school being named the 
the worst-performing in the 
country in 2009. 

Candy Sheridan, of the Gypsy 
Council, claimed the decision to 
evict the families was “based on 
racism”. The Government said 
Basildon Council was within its 
rights to throw them out.
